that- the Italian claim to parity has 
not been sacrificed since tho accord 
is only a temporary measure.

Problem of Guarding Health 


Explained to Rotarians 
by Dr. V. F. Marshall 


An Insight into the huge economic 


problem of guarding the health' of 
the populace was given Rotarians 
Tuesday noon at their meeting at 
Hotel Northern when Dr. V. F. Mar- 
aball talked on The High Cost of 
Medical Care. 


Developments in medicine, sta- 
tistics on medical and hospital care, 


Ity work, purse-elastlclty-charg- 
discoveries in the cure of some 
the more vicious diseases, death- 


rate figures, and preparedness for 
illness, were discussed by the local 
physician. 


There are 140,000 physicians in 


the United States, there are employ- 
ed in the general field of medicine 
including nurses, opticians, physio- 
therapists and other technicians, 1,- 
000.000 persons, and there is between 
five and 10 billion dollars invested 
in, buildings and equipment, stated 
Dr. Marshall. 


Speaking of diseases, he said there 


are about 130,000,000 cases of dis- 
abling illnesses in the United States 
each year, and more than double 
this number of non-disabling illness- 
es, making a grand total of approx- 
imately 390.000,000 annually. Gen 
erally speaking, every adult male los- 
es seven to eight days on the aver 
age every year, every adult female 
eight to 12 days, and every school 
child 10 of the ISO days of the school 
year. 


Heart Disease Leads 


Dr. Marshall listed the diseases 


•which most often resulted in deaths 
during 1927. They were, in order 
of frequency: diseases of the heart, 
pneumonia and influenza, 
cancer, 


nephritis, cerebral hemorrhages and 
softening o£ the brain, tuberculosis, 
congenital malformation and diseas- 
es of early childhood, diarrhea and

enteritis. Those which most fre-

quently cause demand for a physi-

clan are colds, bronchitis and grippe,

"The annual cost for the United 


States for medical and surgical care 
including costs for hospital and nur- 
sing care, approximate four billion 
dollars, but the loss in wages due 
to illness is twice that," declared 
the speaker. 
"This loss without 


doubt is needlessly large. It has 
been • demonstrated repeatedly that 
it would be materially lessened if 
the public could be educated fur- 
ther toward preventive measures." 


The speaker gave statistics show- 


Ing the division o£ the half million 
dollars spent in Shelby-co, IncU in 
1929 
for the care and prevention of 


illness, showing that one-third was 
received by the 
physicians, one- 


third was spent on drugs and modi 
cine, and one-third was paid to den* 
tists, hospitals, nurses and 
other 


agencies. 


Training Costs $31,000 


He explained that many physicians 


do not receive sufficient Income to 
enable them to keep abreast with de- 
velopments in scientific medicine, 
and that their earnings are serious- 
decrease<l by free work among 
'clients, free work in hospitals, fail- 
ure to charge for preventative work, 
and the'high cost of equipment. 


The developments in the sconce 


of medicine from the days when al 
most anyone could practice medi- 


(cine, and barbers did surgery, to 
the present day, when one's medi- 
cal training costs $30,000, were de- 
scribed by Dr. Marshall. 
He also 


told of the improvements In bospi 
tals, telling of the first hospital in 
325, 
established by St. Basil at Cae- 


sarea for the care of lepers, of the 
first hospital on this continent found 
ed by Cortez in Mexico City in 1524, 
"and 
of the first hospital in United 


States territory, established on Man- 
hattan island for the care of sick 
soldiers and negroes of the Bast 
India company. 


In 1875 there were 661 hospitals, 


in 1900 there were 2,070 and in 1928 
there were 7,000 registered hospi- 
tals with a bed capacity of 892,924, 
or an average of 130 beds ,per hos- 
pital. This advance, he said, has 
been so great that the United States' 
is admittedly the medical center of 
the world, and persons living In 
this country have the best medical 
service at the lowest rates. 


Fourfold Mission 


Asserting that the community 


owes a distinct debt of gratitude to 
every well-conducted hospital for the 
work It has done in preventing epi- 
demics, in handling excessive num- 
bers of patients when the "flu" is 
rampant, the speaker reminded his 
audience that the hospital has a 
fourfold mission to perform—it must 
'prevent and cure illness, it must edu-

The time spent by 
patients in hospitals has been reduc- 
ed from 15 days to 12. and in some 
instances from 20 to 11. 
"When it la considered that in the 


United States out of the total 914.910 
beds nearly 600.000 are in general 
hospitals, occupied to 70 per cent 
capacity by nearly 10 million pa- 
tients now being returned 30 million 
days earlier to productivity, we have 
as Industrial picture worth consid- 
ering," Dr. Marshall declared. If 
each day represented by an aver- 
age earning capacity of $5, it means 
that by proper hospitalization as 
practiced today in good hospitals.

local physician stated that in the 
past 20 years there has been either 
a total or partial elimination of 
smallpox, scarlet fever, typhoid fev- 
er, and diphtheria, there has been 
the discovery of insulin of liver as 
a cure for pernicious anaemia, fur- 
ther inoculations against the rav- 
ages of deadly diseases, the partial 
curing of paresis by the inocula- 
tion of malaria germs, the definite 
checking of tuberculosis, the Intro- 
duction of rational diets in the cure 
of several diseases, and a score of 
other miracles. 
Periodical health examination for 


the discovery and check of disease, 
he said, is gaining great headway. 
It Is going to add to the cost of hos- 
pitalization, to the cost of illness, 
but it is going to further reduce 
death rates, the amount of illness in 
the Country, and it will produce hap- 
pier families in healthier communi 
ties.

It is to be hoped that the plans be- 


ing worked out to maintain order there 
will be effective. Sandino, the insur- 
gent leader, has announced that when 
the last marine is out of the country he 
will disarm and either leave Nicara- 
gua or retire to private life there, 
though not much dependence can be 
placed in his peaceful statements. Ban- 
ditry is a means of existence for him 
and his ilk. 


The American decision to withdraw 


meets with general ^approval, partic- 
ularly when it seems possible that Nic- 
aragua can now assume her own bur- 
den of maintaining order. As long as 
the situation does not become too ser- 
ious it is well that this country permit 
them to work out their own salvation. 


The marine operations in Nicaragua 


have not been popular in this country, 
and have also been a sore spot with 
other Central and South American re- 
publics. The Monroe Doctrine as well 
as our canal treaty compel us to per- 
form certain acts to prevent 'disorder 
and destruction pf ^property, in'-order 
to forestall-interference, and the possi- 
ble gaining of foothqlds by other pow- 
ers in these1 small, republics.. The -con- 
structive work, done by our military 
force in Nicaragua to place the coun- 
try on a sound, orderly basis, is evi- 
dence of the honest desire on the part 
of this country to'be of helpful service, 
rather than a gesture of force to fur- 
ther our own interests.

A blind man in a southern city re- 


cently went with a friend to a moving 
picture theater, to kill time during a 
wait between trains. The blind man, 
naturally, could not see the pictures, 
but he could enjoy the sound effects 
^nd as his friend occasionally whis- 
pered a, brief description of the scene 
he was able to enjoy his visit; 


What we wish to record here, how- 


ever, is that the theater manager re- 
fused to accept the blind man's money; 
and following on this incident, all of 
the moving picture theaters of that 
particular city passed a rule providing 
that a _blind p<"-son could be admitted 
free'if he were accompanied by a friend 
who could see. And it occurs to us 
that this is a good idea, which deserves 
copying. It would not cost the theater 
people anything appreciable, as the 
number of blind persons who would 
take advantage of it would be small; 
and it would occasionally bring to a 
blind person a bit of recreation that 
otherwise would be missed.

A BLOODLESS VICTORY 


On March 4,1776, the Americans, under George 


Washington, occupied Dorchester Heights, now 
South Boston, in one of the most surprising 
maneuvers in the Revolutionary War. 


Throughout the winter of 1775-76, want of ar- 


tillery and powder prevented Washington from 
doing anything more than simply keeping up 
the siege of Boston. However, when General 
Knox succeeded in drafTKinp: 50 cannon on ox- 
sleds from Tlconderoga to Cambridge, a distance! 
of 200 miles, Washington decided to take the ag-' 
gressive. 


He easily seized Dorchester Heights and placed 


his cannon in to. a position overlooking Boston 
on 'the south. He then gave General Howe, Brit- 
ish ..oomnmnder, ,his choice of withdrawing his 
forces-from the .town or having It battered by 
the cannon. Howe decided on the former alterna- 
tive and ordered his men to embark March 17 for 
Halifax. 


The following day Washington entered Boston 


in triumph. The British had left it never to re- 
turn. Congress voted Washington a gold medal 
to commemorate his bloodless victory.

Certain pasteurized 
creams are excellent for this quality. 


As a second precaution, always 


use rubber gloves when you are us- 
ing cleansing fluid, tints for lingerie 
or even merely washing dishes. By 
and large, you can save your hands 
years in their appearance if you 
take this precaution. 


Last but by no means least, are 


you as careful of the soap you use 
on your hands as of that for your 
face? A pure, bland soap is as nec- 
essary for them as for your features.

not above wearing kid gloves to bed 
to preserve the texture, whiten the 
skin and defy the years' marks.

For Late Summer And Fall 


China asters, really not asters at 


all although they have pre-empted 
the name and have even dropped 
the original- identification of "CM 
na," are the indispensable annual 
for late summer and fall cutting. 
They are also fine material for gar- 
den display, although their season 
for this purpose Is comparatively 
brief. The latest 
blooming types 


have the finest flowers and are the 
best for cutting. The earlier, shorter 
stemmed types are the best for gar- 
den display. 


Chief value of 
the aster Is 


that it comes at a period when a 
great majority of the popular gar- 
den annuals have gone or are not in 
their prime, a succession of as 
ters may be obtained In two ways— 
by starting the late types early In 
the house or In a frame and making 
successive plantings until they may 
be sown in the open ground, or by 
sowing- early, mid-season and late 
types at the same time. 


For the fine late branching, ost-

nadian -market.. In 'some cases fa- 
mous pit traders, like Arthur W. 
.Cutten, have purchased seats on the 
Winnipeg exchange and have actual- 
ly, moved their market operations to

Another reason for the 


switching Is that the United States, 
which has In the past exported about

export wheat In competition with the 
'rapidly Increasing production of Sov- 
iet Russia, Australia and the South 
•American wheat growing countries. 
On. the other hand Canada, with a 
population of only 10,000,000, pro- 


', dnces about 500,000,000 bushels -of 


wheat annually—or about the equal 
of the entire American crop pro- 
duced east of the Rockies—and Is 


" likely In the near future, to produce 
as much as 700,000,000 bushels. A 
"free market" in Canada Is consid- 
ered guaranteed by the declaration of 
Premier Bennett that the Canadian 
government will not appropriate any 
funds for the purpose of supporting 
wheat prices. 
. What effect the new market here 
-will have,on Chicago and Winnipeg 
remains to be seen. For som'e time 


, . the Canadian pool has removed much 
£1 wheat from the market through Its 
system of maintaining selling agents 
abroad. But recently the pool: an- 
nounced its decision to vithdraw all 
Its foreign agents and dispose of its 
wheat In the open market. If it does 
00, produce exchange officials think 


v. .the pool will find it of advantage to 
i." .trade in New York, in ordei; to clim- 
"i Inate piecemeal shipments west of 
IM--Buffalo. This will mean more busi- 
* ness for American vessels.

first national assembly holds the un- 
disputed record as the 
heaviest 


spending peacetime congress. 
In 


all it has appropriated 
about ten 


billion dollars for government uses, 
part at its special term and the first 
regular session, and more than half 
at the final term now closing. The 
total covers expenditures for both 
the current fiscal year the next 


Besides the nine regular annual 


supply bills, vast sums have been 
provided this short session for emer- 
gency construction to increase em- 
ployment, and for drought and term 
relief. In addition, the permanent 
appropriations, made automatically, 
exceed $1,200,000,000 to pay off the 
national debt, pay Interest on out- 
standing obligations, and provide 
funds for, tho veterans service cer- 
tificates sinking fund. 
The sixty-fifth war time congress, 


holds the higher expenditures record 
of all time, with an outlay of $27,- 
000.000,000 during Its second ses- 
sion. However, about $18.000,000,000 
went for the military and naval es- 
tablishments and $3,000.000,000 for 
loans to foreign governments. 


Until the World war the annual 


expenses of the government seldom 
reached $2,000,000,000. 
The 
treasury-postoffice 
depart- 


ment supply bill was largest for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, total- 
ing $1,083,148,923. 
For the first time, the supply bill 


for tho nearly two score, independent 
•government agencies reached nearly 
as high, with $1,052,.777,010. 
Of 


this about $883,000,000 went to the 
veterans administrations and $100,- 
000,000 to the farm board. Under a 
special bill, the farm board also re- 
ceived $50,000,000, the last of its 
$300,000,0000 revolving fund. 


The war department drew the 


next highest sum with $445,765,735, 
of which $334,655,905 was for mili- 
tary and $111,199,770 for non-mili- 
tary activities, Including $60,000,000 
for rivers and harbors and $35,000,- 
jOOO for Mississippi flood control. 


Next was the navy with $385,253,- 


952, 
agriculture 
had 
$251,578,860; 


state, Justice, labor and commerce 
departments were given a total of 
$137.423,954. and the Interior depart- 
ment $89.247.606.
